Make Pop pies for 


Memorial Day} By A. B. Tinning 


Seventy ‘of America’s disablea ex- 
service men, erippled heroes of 
Chateau-Thierry and the Argonne, ot 
St. Mihiel and Verdun, are working 
busily these days in the specially 
equipped V. F. w. poppy factory in 
Pittsburgh, Pa. They are making ‘the 


(thousands of tiny scarlet poppy em- 


blems to be used in the national 
poppy day riovement conducted an- 
ually by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars on Memoria} day, as a tribute 
to our soldier dead, and as a means 
pf raising “funds for relief of dis- 
abled soldiers. 

More than 3,000,000 poppies have 
been completed to date, to acrry to 
all parts of the country, nort, south, 
east and west their significance of 
“a memory with a purpose.” Each 
blossom bears the label “Vv. F. W. 
-Buddy Poppy.” 

All the men employed in the poppy 
factory, which is under the super- 
vision of Robert G. Woodside, past 
commander-in-chief of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, assisted by Major 
Merman B. Furlong, director of the 
V. F. W. Service. bureau in Pitts- 
burgh, are men suffering from war- 
time disabilities, who cannot be re- 
habilitated by the Veterans’ bureau 
because their disaility, was: not con- 
templated by the war risk and voca- 
tional training laws when passed 
and who are designated by the gov- 
ernment as ‘non-feasible.” 

The V. F. w. poppy factory, spon- 
sored by the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, in the nature of an experiment, 
is proving the salvation of these 
men, many of whom are especially 
handicapped by nervous disorders. 


\| They. are gainfully employed from 


9 o’clock in the morning till 5 at 
hight, .affording them a_ livelihood
